Stopped Gold Payments 

This is the first time that Canada 
has ever taken such action In regard 
to cold. In doing so now, Canada ts 
following the example of the leading 
nations of Europe who have stopped 
fold payments that they may not be 
deprived of-the bullion which forms 
the basis of security for thelr finan- 
celal system, 

The Canadlan government holds gold 
to the amount of about #. hundred 
million dollars. It is security for the 
issue of deminion notes. The Canadian 
law requires that after thirty millions 
have been issued in notes, there must 
be sold in the treasury for every dol- 
Jar thereafter issued in notes, 

Model of Security 

The Canadian system has been held 
Up as a model of security and elas- 
tielty, The*minister of finance and 
the financters whom he consulted de- 
cided upon the step announced yes- 
terday as the best means of presery- 
ine the integrity of the financial and 
the banking system of the country. 

The bank statement showed that at 
the beginning of July the Canadian 
hanks held coin to the value of twenty- 
Nine millones in Canada and seventeen 
millions outside Canada. It is under- 
stood that during the past month the 
holdings of gold by the banks in Can- 
AdA have heen considerably increased.

ENGLISH BUSINESS 
NOW PRACTICALLY 
At A STANDSTILL 


German Vessels in British Waters Captured as Prizes of War—Gov- 
ernment Commandeers Horses From Private Companies— 
Schools Fitted as Hospitals for North Sea Naval Battle. 


London, Aug. 5.—Although five of the great European powers— 
Austria, England, France, Germany and Russia—are at war and mil- 
lions of men on land and sea under arms and ready to strike, develop- 
ments of prime importance were few today. The cutting of the Ger- 
man telegraph and telephone connections and the severance of the 
German transatlantic cable virtually cut Germany from communica- 
tion with other countries. Reports from France, Belgium, Holland 
and Russia showed that Germany’s armies were steadily moving for- 
ward east and west and that her advance posts were in contact with 
the opposing Russian and French armies. In England preparations 
were rapidly completed for naval activities, after the declaration of 
war last night, but the authorities would not permit any leakage of 
news as to military or naval movements. : 

In British Waters. 

Several German steamships in British waters, including the Bel- 
gia, with 73 German reservists and a quantity of foodstuffs on board, 
were declared prizes of war. The Maria Leonhardt in the Thames 
suffered a similar fate, 

The British government today commandeered the horses belong- 
ing to express companies and big department stores, thus causing al- 
most a suspension of business.

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BRITISH, FRENCH AND GERMAN 
BATTLESHIPS ARE FIGHTING 


Horrible Atrocities Committed by German Troops in Belgium— 
Kill People Who Resist Their Depredations—One Hundred 
Thousand Marching on Liege—Russian Warships Capture 
Kaiser's Merchantmen in Black Sea—French Squadron Cap- 
tures Two Cruisers and Sink Another 


Portland, Me., Aug. 5.—The firing of heavy guns off the Maine coast was heard early 
today. Eight or ten shots within two minutes were heard shortly before 7 o'clock by the 
keeper of the Portland observatory. The sound seemed to come from a point 25 or 30 
miles southeast of Portland and probably in the vicinity of Seguin island. 

The shots also were heard at the harbor forts and at points between here and Bath. 
Sevuin is a small island off the mouth of the Kennebec river, a few miles below Bath. 

New York, Aug. 5.—Eight cruisers, three German, three British and two French, are 
hovering somewhere off this coast. For days incoming steamships have reported news of 
fragmentary wireless indicating that these vessels were in American waters but no skipper 
was able to fix their position. 

The firing heard off the coast of Maine today may have marked the first engagement 
between either the German and English or the German and French ships, The British cruis- 
ers known to be in American waters are the Berwick, Essex and Lancaster. The German 
cruisers are the Dresden, Strassburg and Karsl, and French cruisers, the Conde and Descartes. 

These vessels have been primarily concerned of late in attempts to intercept merchant 
vessels of the enemy and several big liners, notably the Kron Prinzessin Cecilie, which put 
into Bar Harbor, Maine, yesterday, abandoning her trip to Europe, have had narrow escapes. 

Captain Polack, of the Cecilie, believed that at one time she was in imminent danger of 
capture by one of the French vessels. 

The White Star liner Olympic managed to creep safely into New York harbor today as 
did the North German Lloyd liner, Kaiser Wilhelm Il. All have been running with only 
mast head lights burning. The Lusitania of the Cunard line, a British boat, slipped out of the 
harbor after midnight similarly darkened hoping to be conveyed by some of the British cruis- 
ers as far as Newfoundland and from there to be convoyed by some other British ship until 
the other side was reached. ~

It !s said that he 
really came to his own in that stren- 
uous campaign. 

During the early part of the South 
African war he was associated with 
Sir George White around Ladysmith. 
At Ellandslagle, one of the earliest 
battles, he commanded the troops and 
Jed them to victory, He was sent to 
prevent the Orange Free Staters from 
entering Cape Colony and he succeed- 
ed, There was. skirmishing at all 
times during the last months of 1899 
and he commanded in several impor- 
tant engugements, Most of these were 
successful, though a certain night at- 
tack on Colenso is remembered as an 
error that ended disastrously. 

The star of General French shone 
brightest when the word was flashed 
round. the empire that the siege of 
Kimberley had been raised, and that 
that It was General French, who, com- 
manding the advance detachment, had 
forced his way through and had 
brought relief to the besieged. His 
ability was recognized, and his advance 
was rapid. 

He commanded the cavalry division 
of Lord Robert's forces in the advance 
on Pretoria, and from that was ad- 
vanced to the command of the left 
wing. During the remainder of the 
war he was quite prominent and did 
much In the cleaning up. that occur- 
red during the last few months. 

General French was born at Ripple 
Vale, Kent, tn 1852, the son of Cap- 
tain French, of the Royal navy, In 
1866 he joined her mafjesty'’s ship 
Britannia, and served four years as a 
naval cadet and midshipman. In 1874 
he entered the Eighth hussars, but was 
later transferred to the Nineteenth, 
of which regiment he became colonel. 
He first saw action in the Soudan in 
1884, and was under fire at Abu Klea, 
Gubut and Metemeh, He commanded 
his regiment from 1889 to 1893, and 
for the next year was assistant adju- 
tant-general of cavalry. >

Rowan and Barrett Must Stand 
Trial For Death of 
Hiram Johnson 


THEIR ARREST FOLLOWS 
INQUEST AT ATHABASCA

Victim's Head, 

Information of a sensational natura 
is to hand from Athabasca regarding 
the death of the man Hiram Johnson, 
who was found dead lying in a pool of 
blood in his shack. The story of the 
information as to the man’s probable 
murder, will be remembered as having 
been in the local papers about two 
weeks ago, stating that two members 
of the LW.W., James Rowan and Bar- 
rett, had been arrested and sentenced 
on a vagrancy charge. Rowan spent aj 
week or so of his six month's sentence | 
at Fort Saskatchewan, and was allowed 
ovt on bail to attend the inquest at 
Athabasca. 

Now comes the news that both Bar- 
rett and Kowan have been committed 
for trial at the next sitting of the su- 
preme criminal court in Edmonton, to 
stand trial upon the charge of murder- 
ing Johnson, This {s rather startling 
news in face of the fact that Rowan, 
when about this city following his 
arrest, spoke on the street corners in 
a most sneering manner about the way 
he had been treated by the police be- 
cause he said, “he had been arrested 
because he had discovered and reported 
| murder.” 
| Now the shoe seems to be on the

At the inquest the evidence was 2 
separately and their stories varied inj 
| some important details. Rowan sald 
that they had arrived at the shack at 
elght o'clock in the evening. Barrett 
said {t was between five and six. 
Rowan affirmed. that the dead man 
was found In a sitting position, with 
his back against the wall. Barrett 
sald he was lying on his back. Rowan 
said he thought he had been dead 
about three weeks. He had seen Mr, 
and Mrs. Trombley on the first of 
July, On that date deceased came for 
his weekly supply of bread, and he 
was in a healthy and cheery frame of 
of mind. 

The men were seen in the vicinity 
of the shack all day, and the evidence 
of neighbors on this point forms an 
important chain of evidence. Rowan 
had asked the way to the shack from 
more than one person, A breed told 
him, as he was going to the shack 
The same breed asked him afterwards, | 
when he again found them, “Did yeu! 
find Johnson?” Rowan replied, “No, 
we did not see him.” 

The letters that Rowan averred had 
caused him to leave Edmonton for the 
place where Johnson lived, were read 
at the inquest. Generally, they testi- 
fied that Johnson was being persecuted 
and his life and property being threat- 
ened, 

After hearing all the evidence, tha 
jury, which gave close attention to the 
case, brought in a verdict that Johnson 
was murdered between the first and 
fifth of July, with a rider in the form 
of a suggestion that Rowan and Bar- 
rett be held for enquiry and {f the 
magistrate held the evidence to war- 
rant the same, be committed for trial. 

Thereupon Major McDonnell ordered 
the charge to be made out—that they 
killed Franklin Hiram Johnson on one 
or other of the dates mentioned. Ser- 
geant Tricky of the mounted police, 
submitted information, and on being 
jasked if they had anything to say, both 
| Rowan and Barrett replied “Nothing.” 
They will accordingly be tried at the 
next supreme court sitting 1n Edmon- 
ton. The prisoners were taken to 
Athabasca by Corporal Pearson and 
lodged in the cells at the barracks.

Vaderland, Largest Steamer in 
’ World, Hurriedly Pressed 
Into Service, 


DESIGNED AS CRUISER 
IN ORIGINAL PLANS 


Will Carry About 10,000 Ger- 
man Reservists Mobilized 
in New York, 


New York, Aug. 5.—The Vaderland, 
carrying from 8,000 to 10,000 of the 
German reserves here, will defy the 
warships of England, France and Rus- 
sia in a desperate rush across the 
Atlantic for the safety of a home port. 
Off Sandy Hook and outside the three 
mile limit, she will be met by the swift 
German cruisers, the Dresden, the. 
Stuttgart and the Karlsruhe, one or | 
more of them, and at sea she will be 
converted into a cruiser, Each of these 
cruisers is supplied with an extra 
equipment of rapid fire and n achine 
guns, torpedo tubes and small arms, 
These will be transferred to the Vader- 
land, the largest steamer in the world, 
and one of the fastest. 

Orders to this effect were flashed in 
cipher cable messages today to German 
special officers in this city. These 
orders were received following the dis- 
covery and frustration of a plot by 
French and Russia secret service men 
to. blow up the Vaderland as she lay 
at her pier in Hoboken, 

Under Government Orders. 

Acting under prior orders of the Ger- 
man government, the Vaderland has 
been loaded with a supply of coal, suf- 
ficent for three of four ordinary trans- 
Atlantic voyages. Luxurious — state 
room suites have been converted Into 
coal bunkers, 

Thousands of tons of provisions have 
been taken on board—they are not of 
the quickly perishable variety, 

The giant liner is ready to slip from 
her moorings at five minute's notice. 
Her orders are to slip away secretly 
when a favorable opportunity offers. 
Determining factors of her sailing may 
be the relative positions of English, 
French and Russian warships. 

The Vaderland had on board tonight 
a full completement of officers, seamen 
stockers,  flremen and mechanics. 
These had orders not to leave the ship. 

Built as Cruiser. 

Under the arrangement of the Ger- 
man government with the Hamburg- 
American line, the Vaderland automa- 
tically passed under control of the goy- 
ernment with the first declaration of 
war—the declaration against Russia. 
She was bullt especially for a cruiser 
under plans supervised by the German 
board of nayal strategy. 

German naval officers are counting 
on her great speed, never yet put to the 
fullest test, to carry her safely away 
from the battleships, and they hope she 
can escape in a running fight the fly- 
ing British armored cruisers.

received his passport, and has declared 
to the German government that a state 
of war exists. 


Yesterday afternoon, Sir Willlam 
Edward Goschen, the’ British am- 
bassador, apepared in the Releh- 
stag with a communication to 
Foreien Minister Von Jagow fromm 
his government, In this com- 
munication Germany was to make 
immediate answer to the question 
whether she would) give assurances 


that no violation of the Belgian. neu- 
trality would take place. 

Morelgn Minister Von Jagow replied 
at once that a guarantee of neutrality 
of Belgium was not possible, He then 
set forth the grounds which he said 
forced Germany to enter upon Belgian 
soil in order to protect herself against 
an invasion by a French army. Short- 
ly after 7-o’clock last evening the Bri- 
tish ambassador went to the foreign 
office and announced that Great Bri- 
tain had déclared war and requesied 
his passports, ‘ 

All Europe is now in arms, on the 
one hand Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many are opposed by Russia, France 
and Great Britain, Servia and Monte- 
negro. 

Italy has deaared her neutrality but 
is mobilizing.

With the Germans, as a people, Britishers in general and 
Canadians in particular can have no manner of quarrel. Tem- 
peramentally, they possess most admirable characteristics. In- 
dustrious, exact, serious, studious, patient, they have given to 
the world the very highest development of the applied sciences. 
Their workshops and manufactories are marvels of efficiency. 
In the finer crafts their products typify the highest ingenuity 
of the human race. In agriculture and the application thereto 
of the principle of co-operation they have made advances over 
all the rest of the world. In music, literature, art and the facili- 
ty for making life worth the living they are second to none. In 
the composite comfort of a whole country they have set new 
standards for the human family. As we in Canada know them 
they are a home-loving, placid, jovial, exemplary people hav- 
ing all the elements of good citizenship and companionable- 
ness. The thousands who have come to live among us here 
in Canada have, by their unaffected and unconscious deport- 
ment, convinced us all of their lovableness and beauty of char- 
acter, and have furnished a criterion from which to judge them 
neighborly folk with whom it would be a transgression against 
common decency and self respect to entertairr even the semb- 
lance of a prejudice. 

These are the Germans, as we know them and as we love 
them, 

But with the House of Hohenzolleran, upon whom rests 
the responsibility for this ghastly war, Canada and every sec- 
{ion of the British empire has a real and personal quarrel. The 
House of Hohenzolleran is an atavism and a scourge which 
should be wiped from the face of civilization with less com- 
punction than would be evidenced toward a plague of rats. 
Barbaric, aggressive, militant, autocratic, the head of the 
House of Hohenzolleran is showing himself a madman whose 
continuation in the office of ruler of a loyal people has consti- 
tuted a long standing menace to the world peace, and this 
menace has culminated in an outbreak which shatters every 
bargain, ignores every undertaking, breaks every treaty and 
wantonly thrusts millions into an unprovoked and uncalled for 
piratical and anarchial war. 

The kaiser is a madman whom untoward circumstances 
has placed in a position of power which permits him to exercise 
a homicidal mania. 

Britain, as the purcurator of the world’s peace, is being 
forced into war by this madman. Britain’s quarrel is not with 
the German people, but with the German dynasty. Though to 
reach the dynasty, Britain and her allies may have to over- 
whelm the nation, no matter what the cost in treasure and 
blood the dynasty must be reached and overthrown, and the 
destinies of the German empire placed in the hands of men 
who rule by the consent of the people governed. 

The war will be brought to its logical close when the 
monarchy in Germany has been abolished and a republic erect- 
ed in its stead. The service rendered will be as great to the Ger- 
man people as to the rest of the world.

THE HIGHER STATESMANSHIP 
FOR CANADIAN PARLIAMENTARIANS. 


In the resolve of the British government to insure all food 
products from Canada while on the high seas is to be seen the 
view point from which Britain regards Canada’s place of use- 
fulness in the impending world war. 

Once launched, the European struggle will be one of de- 
vastation and extermination, Elaborate estimates of the daily 
cost of keeping an army in the field have been made in dollars 
and cents. But it is not dollars that the army eats, but wheat 
and beef. A mouse might starve in the mint: Canada’s duty 
to the empire is to grow the wheat and beef, and to get it to 
the seaboard where it may be made available for transport to 
Britain. 

To facilitate this, the government at Ottawa must take 
such measures as are necessary under the circumstances to see 
that the country is not tied up by a panic or a financial strin- 
gency such as will make the production and transportation 
of the supplies impossible. 

To prosaically harvest and thresh the crop may not sound 
so patriotic as to join the army, but the farmer who produces 
the most wheat is the one who renders greatest service at this 
time. And to frame measures to facilitate the financial situ- 
ation may not appeal to the parliamentarian as nearly so 
obvious an evidence of loyalty as making an appropriation for 
dreadnaughts, but at this juncture it is a much higher states- 
manship. 


IMMIGRATION FIGURES 
TELL THE WHOLE STORY 

Since hard times have come with Borden rule and unem- 
ployment has become so widespread, it may be no unmixed 
evil that immigration is falling off by many thousands. It is 
a startling commentary upon the checking of Canadian pro- 
gress, however, that in the past six months there was a decline 
of 59 per cent. in the emigration from Great Britain to the 
Dominion. In June, the figures were even more startling for 
the decline in emigration from the United Kingdom to Can- 
nda was no less than seventy per cent. Since depression,

DEATH OF MAN DUE 
TO GROSS CARELESSNESS 
OF THE CONTRACTORS 


The inquest into the death of Mika 
Mazurka, the man who was killed on 
the holst at the arts bullding at the 
university building a few days ago, was 
held last night at Connelly and Mc- 
kinley’s “undertaking parlors, and after 
more than three hours’ were taken up 
in the securing of evidence, the jury 
returned the following verdict. 

“That Mike Mazurka came to his 
death on August 2nd, from injuries sus- 
tained by a fall on Thursday, while in 
the performance of his duties as lab- 
orer at the arts building at the uni- 
versity, the cause of death being a 
fracture at the base of the skull.

Aug. 5,—Direct cable 
communication with Germany was 
stopped today, The German Atlantic 
cable lines from New York to Emden, 
via the Azores, were cut about 10.30 
a.m, at some point east of the Azores, 
possibly by British warships. The 
Commercial Cable company, which op- 
erates the American end of this line, 
made announcement of the cutting to- 
day and refused to accept messages 
for Germany. It was denied that the 
lines had been cut by British warships 
on this side of the Atlantic. The 
cable was working according to an- 
nouncement as far as the Azores. 

Chas, P, Adams, second vice-prest- 
dent of the Commercial Cable com- 
pany, said there was no trouble with 
the regular Commercial Cable com- 
line which runs from New York to 
Nova Scotia and thence to points on 
the English coast, 

Communication with England over 
these lines was still maintained. 

No hope was held out, however, for 
any immediate restoration of com- 
munication with Germany over the 
direct lines, 

The cutting of the German cable be- 
tween Emden and the Azores virtually 
completes the isolation of Germany 
from communication with the outside 
world, except 1n so far as messages 
may be exchanged by wireless. 

All direct communications with the 
United States is severed. Hereafter 
all news of happening in Germany will 
have to filter through hostile countries; 
Russia on the east, France on’the west 
and England on the north. 

All the submarine lines in the Medl- 
terranean Sea belong to the Eastern 
Telegraph company, a Britlsh concern, 
and any German news that did make 
{ts way to southeastern Europe 
through Austria-Hungary, woyld not be 
transmitted over the lines of this com- 
pany. 

News of the cutting of the German 
lines between Germany and England, 
may be expected at any moment.

ried men particularly to husband their 
resources and to make provision as far 
as possible for taking care of them- 
selves through a possible hard winter 

The suspension of public work under 
direction of the city departments and 
under the supervision of contractors 
probably will result in more than 1,000 
men being thrown out of employment, 
These men are urged to go out Into the 
country, where harvesting hands will 
be in demand during tne coming two 
months, and to save every penny they 
can earn, It is suggested that if they 
cannot get wages which prevall during 
prosperous times that they work for 
hoard and lodging. Through the in- 
dustrial commissioner and through the 
chief publicity commissioner of the 
xovernment the city relief officer is 
in touch with the farmers of the prov- 
{nee, and it is known that farm hands 
are in demand at the present time, 

Hard Winter Ahead 

With a hard winter facing them, and 
the chances of securing employment 
during the winter months extremely 
slim, it is suggested that unmarried 
men out of employment get together 
in groups of from four to six and go 
into camp slong the shores of the 
several lakes within easy distance of 
the city. Timber 1s plentiful for the 
building of log cabins, wood for fuel 
can be had for the cutting and with 
a few hundred pounds of flour, coffee 
and other necessaries the winter can 
be tided over with a trifle in the way 
of money expenditure. Sufficient game 
can be killed and fish caught to supply 
this character of food As long as the 
men behave themselves in such camps 
and commit no depredations, it 1s as- 
sured that they will not be molested by 
owners of property, 

Work of Relief 

During July the city relief depart- 
ment furnished 119 persons with meals 
and beds; 47 with clothing; 86 families 
with groceries, milk and coal; 22 with 
medical attention, drugs or nurse, 
Three cases were sent to the hospital, 
76 cases were investigated for the pub- 
lic school board and 14 for the hospital 
board. Kight persons were buried. 
Transportation was furnished to six 
persons and four were deported. Four 
were sent to other departments and 18 
cases were relieved and not classified. 

In all 1,826 meals were furnished and 
414 nightly lodgings were provided. 
Three hundred articles of clothing were 
distributed, Ninety visits to the needy 
were made by Miss Southall, Refunds 
of the month amounted to $481.95 and 
the impress account received $88.40. 

Contributions Requested 

In order that the work of relief to 
the poor may be carried on succesa- 
fully and at minimum expense, Mr. 
Turnbull requests liberal contributions 
of clothing shoes, hats and other wear- 
Ing apparel for men, women and chil- 
dren, as well as groceries, provisions 
and in fact anything that can be used 
in the relief work, Demands upon the 
bureau are Increasing daily and it is 
feared that before winter sets in the 
hureau will be taxed to Its full capacity 
in caring for the deserving poor.

H, A. Craig, superintendent of 
demonstration farms for Alberta, re- 
ports that the harvesting of 250 acres 
of crop on the government demonstra- 
tion farm at Medicine Hat has just 
been completed. Mr, Craig says that 
the crop {s a very good one, notwith- 
standing the dry season, the summer 
fallowing having had excellent results, 
At Claresholm the crop was falr, 

Crops at Olds, Vermilion and Sedge- 
wick are looking immensely well, At 
Stony Plain the crop. was severely 
damaged by a hail storm. E 

Whilst In the east recently Mr. 
Craig purchased a number of cattle 
for the demonstration farms, The 
herd at Claresholm is now entirely 
Ayrshire, the shorthorns having been 
moved to Sedgewick, and replaced by 
additional Ayrshires bought in the 
east. Two herds, one of shorthorns 
and one of Holsteins, have been estab- 
lished on the new farm at Athabasca 
A few cattle were added to the herds 
at each of the other farms. Mr, Craig 
also saw to the purchase of some pure- 
bred cattle for farmers in Alberta who 
had placed orders with the govern- 
ment.

The Italians (in Edmonton are 
watching the developments in Europe 
with calmness, 

J, Faga, a member of the Italian 
society in Edmonton, stated today that 
a number of their people were out of 
the city having gone out to look into 
a proposition to establish an Italian 
colony in the Lac La Riche country. 
They are now looking over the coun- 
try. 

Mr, Faga who left Italy as a boy, 
but who retains a warm affection for 
the mother country, states thet their 
people in Canada are glad that Italy 
has decided to remain neu\ral in the 
present conflict. The feeling of Ital- 
jans toward Austria is not very cor- 
dial. italians feeling that Trieste and 
Trento, two important cities of Aus- 
tria, rightfully belong to Italy, The 
feeling towards France ts friendly, ex- 
cept, perhaps for some commercial 
rivalry, but towards England the Ital- 
lans have nothing but friendship. 
Nevertheless, if the nation decided to 
take up arms, Mr, Faga says that 
many Italians would volunteer for 
service. Under the Italian military 
system one male in each household is 
required to do only three months’ 
military duty but each additional male 
fe liable for 18 to 22 months of ser- 
vice.

Canada js ready to equip an army 
of 60,000 men. It has the stores, the 
uniforms, the arms and the ammunition 
and any reports to the contrary are 
declared to be without foundation. 

This however, is not time to go into 
detalis of equipment, the exact extent 
of it and where it is located. 

While every preliminary is being at- 
tended to, there can be no definite an- 
nouncement as regards Canadian par- 
ticipation until certain points are clear- 
ed up. If Great Britain's participation 
in the fight at the outset is only naval, 
Canada can take no part, Canada has 
no dreadnaughts or battleships in the 
firing line, but once war, involving mill- 
tary aggression, is declared by Eng- 
jJond the Canadian contingents will be 
enlisted, mobilized, equipped and got 
ready and despatched to the front im- 
mediately word !s given and the nec- 
essary conyoys found. 

West Has 20,000 Men 

Winnipeg, Aug. 5.—Never in the his- 
tory of western Canada has the militia 
been aroused to such a pitch of en- 
thusiasm as followed the news that 
Germany had declared war against 
England, [t is impossible to estimate 
the number of men who at once flock- 
ed to the various headquarters of the 
local regiments and offered their ser- 
vices.
